It should interest many Canadians 
to know that there has just been pub- 
lished by the Oxford University Press

has had a modern fruitage in such 
works as Barrie’s “A Window in 
Theums” and the late Ian Muaclaren’s 
“Bonnie Briar Bush.” 

In this new edition of his chief im- 
portant literary achievement it is 


| stated, with the lofty tone of a liter- 


ary pundit, by the editor of the 
volume that: “The most interesting 
thing about Galt is his thankless at- 
titude towards literature, When. he 
was a young man Fepelieved, like 
- ? Mf lenorant of t 
world, that literature waa the first 
of human pursuits, and he was in 
love with ‘the post orbit halo that 
surrounds a literary name’... 
The fervor of youth once past, he was 
& publicist by choice, and an author 
only by necessity.” 

It appears that Mr. Galt wrote an 
autobiography which should be a 
rather precious possession for studenta 
of the early history of Ontario, and 
Mr. G. 8. Gordon, his editor, is in- 
clined to think that in it he made 
too little of his literary reputation.

The recent elevation of the Bishop 
of Stepney to the high and responsible 
Archbishopric of York, hus brought 
before the world the fact that the new 
prelate’s first public appearances, as 
a boy, were as the winner of several 
prize competitions in various papers 
of that day.

“Annie 8S. Swan” has also told how 
she began her literary career, owing 
to her success in winning several 
prizes in various competitions for stor- 
ies, ete., whilst still q@te a young 
girl.
